2. Which appoints the Lengths and Breadths.of ſeveral Clothes , and thorow- 
out the whole Statute ſpeaks-of Lengths and Breadths when Wet , and of the 
Weight only when Dry ; and the Meaſtite of .no Cloth is there mentioned to 
be taken , when Dry 3 and particularly Se#. 5. does Enatt , That Gloxceſter- 
ſhire Whites and Reds ſhall contain in length , being Wet , between 26 and 29 
yards , and in breadth 6 quarters and a half : And then comes Sef. 24: of the 
ſame Statute , and ſays, That foraſmuch as of late it hath been reputed , That 
a Broad Woollen Cloth ſhould and ovtght to conſiſt of 24 ſuch Yards and Inches 
as aforeſaid , and not above 5 and Payments and other Duties have been ac- , 
cordingly domed and paid for the ſame : Be it therefore Enafted , That 
ifany Broad Wooten Cloth be made longer or ſhorter than 24 ſuch ſaid Yards 
and Inches, all Duties and Payments hereafter to bemade for the ſame, ſhall 
be demanded-and made proportionable , according to the Rate and Proporti- 
on of 24 ſuch ſaid Yardsand Inches for a Whole Cloth,and net otherwiſe. Now 
if the Meaſure be to be taken when the Clothes are wet, then 64, would be the 
full Duty and Subfidy for 32 Yards of the Statute Breadth , that is.

"MI. Thirdly , Admitting the Subſidy ofght to be paid, by Meaſure of the 
Clothes when Dry and Strained , and not when Wet , ( though the Statute is 
plain for Wet Meaſure _) yet Payments being-to be made according to the Rate 
and Proportion of 24 ſuch Yards and Inches as the Statute ſpecifies : And the 
Statute ſpeaking as to Gloutefterſbire Whites and Reds of Clothes of the Breadth 
of 6 quartersanda half when Wet ; we think we ought according to that Pro- 
portion and Rate, to be allowed a quarter in every Yard, the Clothes Manu- 
facur'd by us being when Wet but 5 quarters and a half broad z and ſo'pro- 
portionably when Dry and Strained. | 


There has been a Special Verdi& found in the Exchequer , and Judgment 
upon it , without ever being argued by the Clothiers Council 5 but it 1s not.

finds the particular Clothes , that were then ſeized , to be 44 yards a-piece in 
| ; and that 6 d. had been paid for each Cloth ; and then concludes ſpeci- 
ally, that if the Duty ought by Law to be paid by Weight, Then the Clothes 
were duly fealed and the Duty paid : But if by Law the Duty be to be paid 
by Meaſure ; Then they find that the Clothes were not duly ſealed , nor the 
| - Duty paid. Sothatthe Judgment upon this Verdi& doesnot aſcertain the Du- 

ty , but only adjudgeth che Clothes to be forfeited: 
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
